Now the most insistent inter- 
viewer cannot get an expression from 
him on that question. Reed is just as 
reticent, and even Governor Morton 
who hopes with the aid of a bairel to 
get votes in the national convention, is 
non-committal. They are all afraid o 
the issne, and those who have records 
on both sides of the question presen 
the golden side to the people east of the 
Alleghauies, and turn the silver side to 
those west of the Ohio. They hope to 
secure votes by deceiving the people o 
one section or the other, and will piob- 
ablyoffera high premium to the genius 
who can device a platform that nil

V, seotum is, provides tnat in the even 
of the removal of the Governor from 
office by death, resignation, inability 
to discharge the duties of the office 
the njpwers and duties of the office 
shall devolve upon the Lieutenant 
Governor for the residue of the term 
The Constitution also provides that the 
President pro tern of the Senate shall 
perform the duties of Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, if there should be a vacancj 
from any cause. 


Under these 
provisions Eeinhold 


Sadler, who was elected Lieutenant 
Governor in November, 1804, becomes 
Governor of the State, in consequence 
of the death of Governor Jones, for the 
rasidne of the term—that is, until Jan- 
uary, 1899—and Senator Gignoux of 
Lyon county becomes Acting Lieuten- 
ant Governor, so long as he is Presi- 
dent pro tern of the Senate. As his 
term will expire next January he will 
be Lieutenant Governor until that, 
and, if re-elected, will hold the posi- 
tion for two years longer. The Con- 
stitution does not provide for the elec- 
tion of a Lieutenant Governor at the 
next election. 


Governor Sadler is an old resident of 


the Stace, and has been in active busi- 
ness in Eastern Nevada for many 
years. He fully understands the con- 
dition of the State, and as Chief Ex- 
ecutive will pursue a policy that will 
receive the approval of the people. He 
fully realizes the fact that owing to the 
depressed condition of our principal 
industry, the mest rigid economy, con- 
sistent with good government and the 
execution of the laws, is essential to 
the maintenance of a State Govern- 
ment. The people will expect him to 
apply the pruning hook and lop off all 
unnecessary expenses that it is possible 
for him to reach, and to call the atten- 
tion of the Legislature to those that it 
is not in his power to remove.

AUSTRALIAN SALT BUSH. 


What it is and Method* of Growing It. 


In view of the great interest now 


being taken in Australian salt bash 
(atriplex semibaccatum), the new forage 
plant for alkali soils, Director Devol of 
the Experiment Station at Ttiscon, 
Arizona, sends the 
following brief 


method of growing it: 


The seeds are flat, somewhat heart- 


shaped, about one-tenth of an inch 
long and of a brownish or radish 
green color. If covered in wet soil 
when frech they are apt to rot, but 
sown before a rain and lightly covered 
with soil, or preferably covered with 
grass or weeds and kept moderately 
moist they will germinate 
readily, 


They may be started in boxes or hot- 
beds and transplanted to the field; bul 
plants grown in this way do not resist 
drouth so well as those planted where 
they are to remain. While young the 
plants require watering -two or three 
times, but when well established they 
will resist quite severe droughts. Al 
though a perennial plant it grows so 
rapidly that one cutting may be ob 
tained the first season and two the fol 
lowing season. It will grow in soi 
having more alkali than any otbei 
plant valuable for forage, and unliki 
most plants growing upon such soil i 
has a prostrate habit, growing to a 
height of but 8 to 12 inches and spread 
ing over several square feet of ground 
Single plants have been known t 
reach n spread of 16 feet, this, too 
upon very alkaline soil. It is estimated 
that from three to six tons per aero o! 
dried hay may be produced.
